• Senator Saltonstall drew ap- 
plause when ho added that he 
felt Congress should pass a 
resolution In support of the 
1 P resident’ s efforts in trying to 
end. the conflict in Viet Nam, 
and accordingly give him a 
vole of confidence. 

Senator Saltonstall touched 
briefly on domestic matters.. 
He noted that a considerable 
number of programs of social 
benefit wers inltiatod by con- 
gress during me past year but ' 
that during the next session 
Congress will have to sjwnd 
more time working on details 
of this legislation. He said 
that this would be necessary 
because some of these pro- 
grams wore passed In haste 
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and that enough thought and 
sfvHty had not boon given to 
some of them; •' 

Cited as an example of legis- 
lation prepared without study 
was (lie rent subsidy bf>t*vhfchJ 
Saltonstall said he ' opposed. I 
He said he noted certain in- 
equities in the bill and that 
because of this he had recom- 
mended a $300 thousand ap- 
propriation to study the pro- 
gram so that more realistic 
legislation could be prepared. 

Senator Saltonstall had an 
answer for cflHcs'oTtTia'COiP - 
trai ' Intell ige nce Agency who' 
have been charging th at t he 
agency h as been set ting p olicy 
for the government. The sen- 
ator no t ed that as a memb er of 
the Senate committee which 
works with the CIA, he ha s 
full confidence in the agency 
which actually serves as a 
facOindThg Body, lie denied 


that the agency has set gov- 
errin. oiiUTpolicyi 

The senator also made men- 
tion of the tremendous strides 
being made in the space pro- j 
gram, pointing out toat some ! 
$13 billion was provided for j 
research during thepastyear. 
Ho compared mat with the 
$100 thousand which was pro- 
vided for research in 1SS14. 

He noted too that in the field 
of commercial aviation the. 
government has mr.de avail- 
able some $1 million in re- 
search. funds to study new 
airplanes whirl; will attain the 
speed of IB-hundred miles 
an hour. 

The senator made no com- 
ment yesterday w i th regard to 

the announcement he made in 
Boston on Wednesday that ha 
would not seek re-election 
next year. He acknowledged 
receipt of a phone call from 
Senator Edward Kennedy 
Wednesday night In which the- 
junior senator expressed the : 
hope that he (Saltonstall) had 
made the right decision. 

Senator Saltonstall was in- 
troduced at yesterday's lunch- j 
eon mooting by Dr. Clarence ; 
Qulmby, a momber of the j 
Gardner School committee. J 
Dr. Arthur Haley, president 
of the community eoflego, jvho 
served as host’ for the meet- t 
lng, spoke briefly prior to the 
introduction welcoming the 


Rciarlans to the college.
